Fungus On Maples

It has been found that the 
fungus enters the tree through its 
water conducting tissues and that 
litthe can be done about it yet. The 
fungu’ is within the roots and 
trunk. Spraying has no effect and 
there is no insect available for the 
birds. Sugar maples and Norway 
maples are mostly affected ond the 
situation this year is more serious 
than last year. The maples will 
bear watching.
